The fighting in Rome began the 
night of Sept. 8 when the Germans 
entered the suburbs of Rome.

Accommodation | 
May Be Limited 


For the first time in many 


years, lack of dormitory accom- 


modation at Olds School of Agri- 
culture is liable to limit the num- 
ber of students that can be ad- 
mitted, O. S$. Longman, deputy 
minister of agriculture and super- 
intendent of agricultural schools, 
said Wednesday. 

“Well over 200 applications have 
already been received from young 
men and women wishing to attend 
the school,” Mr. Longman said 
“Some 170 students can be accom- 
modated in dormitories, and lim- 
ited accommodation is available in 
private residences at Olds 

“However, the housing situation 
at Olds is more acute 
and fewer students will be able to 
find lodgings. It may therefore be 
impossible for some students to 
gain admission to the school.”

Alaska Highway Started 
Parka as Highly - Popular 
Fashionable Winter Garment

Until the advent of the Alaska Military Highway only 

the Eskimos and a few ski girls wore parkas. 
northwestern Canada knew what they were, and cared less. 
This will come as a surprise to my fellow Americans who 
labor under the delusion that the parka is as native to Can- 
ada and the Yukon as dog teams and red coated R.C.M.P.’s. 
The birth of the parka began a * 


year ago August in Edmonton. 
Droves of American engineers 
were arriving here to build the 
Alaska Highway. It was hot then 
and winter seemed far away. 

But a group of local clothiers who 
had spent many winters in the 
north country approached the en- 
gineering companies and suggested 
that if they had not provided for 
their men’s comfort for the coming

The construction people were told 
that manufacturers were short of 
help and orders could not be filled 
as rapidly as heretofore. After con- 
sultations they decided that the an 
swer to the clothing problem was 
the parka. Many

Your Baby 
| And Mine

In 30 years or so we have seen 
the baby’s feeding programs change 
from any old time, to the two-hour 
and then the three and four-hour 
schedules. Gradually we have ar- 
rived at the three-meal schedule. 

This last, drastic as it sounds, has 
some very marked advantages. Ob- 
viously, it is designed for the baby 
who shows a distaste for one or the 
}other of his heretofore four meals.
